Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1~8, 11, and 13—18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for allowance: The 
primary reasons for allowance is the inclusion of a conductive pigment comprising a 
mixture of (a) carbon black and (b) a pigment selected from the Markush group in 
claim 1 in combination with a photoinitiator blend in an electroconductive 
primer/sealer compositions for SMC parts. While the prior art teach using conductive 
pigments in sealer/primer compositions for SMC parts, the prior art fails to 
expressly teach and/or fairly suggest a conductive pigment blend comprising carbon 
black with graphite, nickel, and/or antimony-doped tin oxide (AT0) . Therefore the 
instant application is deemed distinguished over the prior art.
